‘Our Qireetor. . 


HE founder and continuous Director of 
the Dominant Ninth Chorus, ‘Mrs. 
Cora D. Rohland, wife of Dr. Charles 
B. Rohland, is the inspiration of the 
musical life of Alton. By her keen 

appreciation, untiring energy and devotion she has 

accomplished wonders in musical organization and in 
cultivating a taste for the best music in her home city. 

A native of Alton, Mrs. Rohland studied piano, 
organ aud theory successively with Joseph Floss, A. J. 
Creswold, Robert Goldbeck, Egmont Froehlich, P. G. 
Anton and W. H. Sherwood. She was for seven years 
organist at St. Paul’s Church in this city. 

In 1884 she founded the Mendelssohn Society, one 
of the earliest ladies’ musical societies in this part of the 
country. She was seven years its director, and in 1891 
organized the Dominant Ninth Chorus, which now 
numbers fifty-five active and one hundred and fifty 
associate members, aud under her efficient leadership 
is frequently spoken of as second in rank to no similar 
organization in the West. 

Mrs. Rohland is also closely identified with the 
management of the Choral Symphony Society of 
St. Louis, and has for two years been director of the 
Chorus of the St. Louis Musical Club. 


The fact that she has carried forward these labor- 
ious duties without compensation, and purely from 
love of music bespeaks a rare devotion to her art. 


In the midst of a busy life she has found time also 
for musical composition, having published among other 


songs, the following : ““Tndian Serenade,” “A Rose 
Song,’’ “Ave Maria,” Therese Maiden Like a Dew- 
drop,’’ “‘ Salve Regina,’’ “ To-Night,” “Abide With 
Me.”’ Among her instrumental compositions are :

Perhaps in no direction is her perfect conception of 
the spirit of music more evident than in the mastery 
of the difficult and important art of the accompanist. 
She has an enviable reputation among vocal artists 
for the Sympathetic and faultless character of her 
accompaniments, 


Mrs. Rohland possesses one of the largest and. 
finest musical libraries in the West. Her husband is 
also. a lover of music and an atmosphere of art 
ever hangs around their hospitable home on State 
street. 


She is attached to the faculty of Shurtleff College 
as musical lecturer. In this capacity she has prepared 
and delivered a course of four lectures comprising these 
themes: ‘Some Characteristics of the Great Song + 
Writers ; The Organ and Great Organists ; The Violin , 
‘Its Literature and Masters; The Ethics of Wagner’s 
Music,’’ 


In musical affairs, Mrs. Rohland is an acknowledged 
authority with all who know her, and she is held in 
the highest esteem by all who have come under the 
inspiring touch of her influence. Her charming per- 
sonality added to her wonderful tact and unfailing 
intuition make her an ideal leader, and have won for 
her the admiration and affection of all who have been 


associated with her in musical work.

‘Our Ghorus. 


HORUS work for amateurs has been 

steadily gaining ground in America for 
on many years past, but such societies for 
*" ladies exclusively, are of more recent 
date and are comparatively rare. In this, the first 
Annual issued by the Dominant Ninth Chorus, a short 
sketch of the organization and its work from the time 
of its origin will perhaps be appropriate. 


‘Founded. 
: Tk the autumn of 1891 a double quartette of ladies 


meeting weekly at their different homes, under 
the direction of Mrs. C. B. Rohland, decided to increase 
their number by one, making a triple trio. The lady 
chosen to complete the number was Miss Gertrude 
McKinney, she thus becoming the ninth member. 
When the present name of the Chorus was selected, 
it had especial reference to her whose lamented death 
on August 21, 1898, caused the first and only break in 


the ranks of the Chorus. 


Enlarged. 


ACH year since 1892 a few new members had 
been received until, the number becoming too 


large for successful parlor meetings, it was decided to

increase the limit of membership to fifty, and arrange- 
ments were made for the use of the Spalding Auditor- 
lum for weekly rehearsals, which have been continued 
Up to the present time. This liinit Proving too smal]
